Honesty in all things would seem 
to be what one should hav e a right 
to ex p ect without question. 
As a 
m atter of fact, dishonesty has be­ 
come so common wherev er man is 
found that p eop le look on the p er­ 
son who is strictly honest as a p e­ 
culiar indiv idual. Try rep orting an 
undercharge (ev ery one comp lains 
about an ov ercharge) or returning 
ex cess change, and y ou will see 
how unex p ected honesty really is 
today . 
Under such circumstances 
the Christian needs to be v igilant 
lest he also accommodate his owm 
ideas of honesty and begin to justify 
little ev asions rather than being ab­ 
solutely up right. 
I. 
Ho nesty 
Respects 
Pro perty 
Rights (Ex o d. 20:15). 
The v ery commandment against 
stealing imp lies that men hav e a 
right to that which they hav e made, 
earned, or sav ed. 
If no one had 
p rop erty rights there could be no 
stealing. Some of our modern isms 
reason along that line, but their 
reasoning is clearly not biblical or 
Christian. 
“Thou shalt not steal’' forbids ev ­ 
ery kind of theft. 
It includes rob­ 
bery , 
burglary , 
safe - cracking, 
housebreaking; but it cov ers far 
more than those obv ious wrongs. It 
refers to such things as loafing on 
one’s job, “borrowing” money from 
the cash drawer, taking goods from 
the stock with which one is working, 
stealing another m an’s sermon and 
p reaching it as one’s owrn, “ lifting” 
material out of another m an’s book 
without credit, contracting debts 
which one can nev er p ay , using 
false weights and measures, adul­ 
terating food or other material, | 
“ watering” milk for sale, selling 
j 
worthless stock, dodging tax es or 
ly ing to the tax assessor, using a 
slug instead of a nickel in the tele­ 
p hone to escap e p rop er p ay ment. 
It really means something to be 
honest, and it is a great testimony 
to the unregenerate world. 
II. Ho nestv Resto res Sto len Go o ds 
(Luke 19 :1-10). 
The story of the conv ersion of the j 
desp ised Jewish tax collector Zac- ! 
chaeus has many interesting fea- 1 
tures, but for our lesson we stress 
but one, namely , that the reality of

his honesty in restoring that which 
he had obtained unjustly , and that | 
in fourfold measure. 
Insofar as it is p ossible to do so, 
the honest p erson will make right ; 
any known injustice. 
To be right 
with God must mean that we are 
to be right with men.

mony of many Christians could be ;

usefulness as they hav e made con­ 
sistent effort to right ev ery wrong, i 
to p ay ev ery debt. 
Often such ac- 1 
tions op en op p ortunities for Chris- { 
tian testimony and p oint others to i 
the redemp tion in Christ, which I 
makes a man liv e right as well as i 
talk right. 
III. Ho nesty Resents Cro o kedness 1 
(Luke 19 :45, 46). 
In sharp contrast to the p romp t I 
restitution by Zacchaeus, the con- j 
v erted p ublican, was the stubborn t 
disobedience and dishonesty of the | 
p riests o the temp le.

while the world is destroy ing itself
